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Parts and Features 




Installation 



1. This can opener is designed to be installed under a cabinet. When 
selecting a location for installation, please consider the following: 

• An electrical outlet should be within easy reach of the cord so that 
the cord does not drape over heating appliances or get in the way of 
your normal work space. 

• Do not install the can opener above a cooking or heating unit, 
such as a stove, or above a sink or basin. 

2. Position the mounting bracket on 
underside of cabinet, at least 
4 inches from wall, and 1 inch from 
front of cabinet edge. Use a sharp 
nail or ice pick through bracket 
holes to mark cabinet for drilling 
holes. 

3. Drill holes through cabinet. 
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Installation (com.) 



Place mounting bracket on under 
side of cabinet. Hold nut in screw 
hole with finger. Insert screw from 
inside cabinet and tighten with 
screwdriver. 



5. Repeat with remaining screws. 
Place electrical cord through slot 
on back of can opener. Slide can 
opener into place from back of 
bracket. Slide forward until it snaps 
into place. 

NOTE: Based on the variety of cabinet 
sizes, the enclosed screws for mounting 
may not work. Longer or shorter screws 
may be purchased at your local hard- 
ware store. 





1. Plug cord into 120 volt AC outlet. 

2. Raise piercing lever and magnet. 

3. Tilt top of can toward can opener, to position cutting blade inside rim 
of can. 

4. Lower the piercing lever and magnet. This starts the cutting action. 
The lever will remain down until lid is completely cut. Then the can 
opener will stop automatically. 

5. Hold the can and then raise piercing lever to release the can. 

6. Carefully slide the lid away from the magnet. 
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Using Your Can Opener (at) 



Tips 



• The movable magnet may need to be placed onto the lid of smaller cans. 

• This can opener is designed to open cans only when mounted under a 
cabinet. The motor will operate if the unit is not installed, but do not 
attempt to open cans unless properly mounted. 

• If there is a bump in the rim of the can, open the other end or begin the 
cutting action just after the bump. 

• For extremely large or heavy cans, it is recommended that you lightly 
support the can as it is being opened. 

To Open Bottles 



To Open Jars 

Slide jar lid in V-shaped opener built into bottom of opening center. The 
jar should be held firmly, pushing as far up and back as possible. Turn 
jar clockwise. 



Insert top of bottle so cap is under the 
metal hook. Lightly hold the back of 
the can opener and then press the 
bottle down until cap is removed. 
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Using Your Can Opener (at) 



To Sharpen Knives 

Place blade of knife, near handle, in 
the knife sharpener. The blade should 
be lying flat. Pull the knife toward you, 
through the sharpener. Repeat this 
about 20 times. Do not use a back and 
forth motion through the sharpener. 

To complete sharpening, angle the 
blade up (as illustrated) and repeat 
the procedure. 

NOTES: 

• Under normal conditions, a good 
knife should not need sharpening 
more than 3 or 4 times a year. 

• Serrated blades should never be 
sharpened in this unit. 

• Scissors cannot be sharpened in 
this unit. 




Kitchen Shears In Convenient Storage Slot 

(optional feature on selected models) 

These shears are perfect for all kitchen chores. The small teeth built into 
the handles act as a small bottle opener. For best performance, keep 
blades clean and dry. Hand wash in hot, soapy water. Rinse, dry 
thoroughly, and return to the storage slot. 
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Cleaning Your Can Opener 



1. Unplug the unit from the electric outlet. Remove can opener from 
mounting bracket by pushing up on tab of bracket. Slide the unit back 
and off the mounting bracket. 

2. To remove the piercing lever assembly, lift up lever and push counter- 
clockwise until the whole assembly is released. 

3. Wash piercing lever in automatic dishwasher. Or wash in warm soapy 
water; Rinse and dry thoroughly. 

4. To replace the piercing lever assembly, fit the knob on the back of the 
assembly into the large end of the keyhole on the can opener. Slide 
and push the knob toward the small end of the keyhole until it snaps 
into place. 

5. To clean the unit, wipe with a clean, damp cloth. Do not immerse unit 
in water.
